citements that attend an election, and 
in that BCUSO and undor Iheso circum- 
stances it is true that a dicisioa by the 
ballot, who shall bo President of the 
United States, camew no more peril to 
the public credit and thfl publiu pea'co 
than in England, ^hero tho change is 
from the Tones to the Liberals, or 
the reveiae. But when thcro does en- 
ter into the canvass questions that touch 
at the vital point—the integrity of tho
